REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

None of prior art teaches a headphone element that comprises a headphone element 
support to be positioned juxtaposed the outer ear of the listener, a first transducer element 
supported by the headphone element support and including a tube for transmission of sound, a 
porous ear piece, and a second transducer element supported by the support, as specifically 
claimed in claim 1 , wherein the porous ear piece is for positioning the output end of the tube at 
the entry of the auditory canal of the ear of the listener for the radiation of sound from the output 
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end of the tube into the auditory canal and allowing the transmission of sound therethrough, and 
wherein the second transducer element is positioned for the radiation of sound to the entry into 
the auditory canal of the listener through the porous earpiece.
